CHICAGO. Oct. 15— “ We are g oing 
out on 
the g rea test railroad 
strike 
the country has ever known. N othing 
in the world can a vert it now,” de­ 
clared W. G. Lee, president of the 
Brotherhood 
of Ra ijroa d Tra inmen, 
as five liundred g enera l cha irmen of 
the railroad unions convened toda y to 
discuss this a ction with regard to the 
railroad executives’ defia nce of tneir 
threa t to strike a g a inst wa g e reduc­ 
tions. 
“ The prop osa l^ f the ra ilwa y execu­ 
tives r"or a 10 percent reduction In 
wa g es is responsible.” I^ee said. “ It 
is a fig ht to the finish for the life or 
death of our org a niza tion. Perha ps it 
is a fig ht to our death, for we are not 
g oing into it blindly. The lea ders of 
the unions will lea ve Chicag o today, 
with sealed orders ca lling for a strike. 
As for a date, it is a lrea dy published 
and the beg inning , a s indica ted, will 
be in groups: first one line and then 
a nother g oing out.” 
“ Lee's sta tem ent is the first otftcial 
in'V)miation procla ma tion
